e There are 12,915,000 people of the 

Jewish faith in 122 countries, accord- 

ing to results of a statistical survey 

completed by the World Jewish Con- 

gress in New York. 

It said that 93.7 per cent, or 124752 
000, of the world's Jewish population 
are in 11 lands, with nearly all of them 
in three countries. These are the United 
States with 5,500,000; Russia with 
about 2,300,000; and Taraki with 2,200,- 
000. 

The survey showed that with the emi- 
gration of Jews from Algeria and other 
parts of North Africa, France now has 
the fourth largest Jewish community, 
with 500,000. 

Next in line are Argentina and 
Great Britain with 450,000 each; Can- 
ada, 250,000; Romania, 150,000; Brazil, 
140,000; Morocco, 125,000; and South 
Africa, 110,000.
